Khrush Ends 
Egypt Visit 


$277 Million Loan 
Promised Nasser 


CAIRO (AP)—Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev ended a 17-day vis­ 
it to Egypt today after warm­ 
ing up the farewell with a prom­ 
ise of a $277 million loan for 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser’s 
second five-year plan. 
In return, Nasser gave Khru­ 
shchev a wholehearted endorse­ 
ment of Soviet foreign policy, in­ 
cluding the Kremlin’s views on 
peaceful coexistence. 
A joint communique by the 
two leaders placed the Egyp­ 
tians squarely behind the Soviets 
in the struggle between Peking 
and Moscow for influence in Af­ 
rica’s new nations. 
Khrushchev said the Soviet 
Union had decided to help the 
United Arab Republic with its 
second economic plan, which 
begins next year. 
He said the assistance would 
include a steel plant with an an­ 
nual capacity of one million 
tons and a 10,000-acre model 
farm where Soviet techniques 
would be used to reclaim the 
desert. He left it to Nasser to 
tell the 
cheering 
crowd the 
amount of the aid. 
Terms of the loan were not 
disclosed, but it was presumed 
that they called for repayment 
over 12 years at 2.5 per cent in­ 
terest. The previous $500 million 
in Soviet credits to Egypt was 
on this basis. 
The United States has sup­ 
plied Egype with $750 million 
in assistance in the last IO 
years. 
The U.S. State Department 
warned last fall that further 
U.S. assistance was imperiled by 
Nasser’s intervention in Yem­ 
en’s civil war and the Senate 
tacked a rider onto the foreign 
aid bill barring aid to countries 
“engaged in or preparing for 
aggressive military effort.’’ 
In the Khrushchev - Nasser 
communique, Nasser defended 
the 
“ legitimate 
right of the 
Cuban people to defend their 
sovereignty” after Khrushchev 
warned that U.S. reconnaissance 
flights over the island could 
have “ most fatal consequences 
for those who undertake such 
gambles.”

Fatal Fire 


Is Blamed 
On Panic 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 
seventh victim died today of 
burns suffered in a fire that 
swept the parish hall of All 
Hallows Catholic Church during 
a Samoan fire dance Saturday 
night. 
The victims were members of 
the city’s Samoan community. 
Seventy • five other persons 
were badly burned and 12 were 
said to be still in critical con­ 
dition today. 
One of the three Samoan fire 
dancers who were performing 
when the fire broke out said a 
misunderstanding triggered the 
blaze and ensuing panic. 
David Quiane, for five years 
a night club fire dancer, told 
newsmen he intended to borrow 
a book of matches to light the 
gasoline-soaked sword he whirls 
in his act. 
A drummer in the band, he 
said, “whipped out a lighter and 
set the sword on fire,” and a 
bowl of gasoline ignited with a 
roar 
Once We blaze had begun an 
unidentified man sprayed water 
mto the gasoline, witnesses said. 
The blaze flared up. Members 
of the Samoan Catholic Benevo­ 
lent Society rushed for a front 
exit. 
William Murray, fire chief, 
said there would have been no 
disaster if the group hadn’t 
panicked.

another savagely.

Goldwater’s strength 
among Florida Republicans will 
be tested Tuesday in a primary 
that highlights this week’s po­ 
litical schedule.

Refreshed, they de­ 
stroy the tower and proceed to 
rip off men’s shirts. The men 
hurl flares. The women shed 
their blouses and wave them 
overhead. 
A riot? Bacchanalian revel?

Z. Morris, Montgomery, Ala., 
president of the Negro group. 
“These people are doing such 
fine work,” Mrs. Jenkins said, 
“but there are many places in 
the South where they cannot, be­ 
cause of local laws or feelings, 
meet with white PTA mem­ 
bers.” 
Mrs. Jenkins said that as the 
schools in the South are inte­ 
grated, the PTAs are integrat­ 
ed, just as they are in the rest 
of the nation.

nomination, saying it is “not my 
proper role” to name names, 
and “I do not intend to attempt 
this.”

Security Council, the Chinese 
said: “China absolutely cannot 
allow the United Nations to be 
drawn into the situation in In­ 
dochina.”

Peru Soccer 


Fans Stampede 
In Stadium 


LIMA, Peru (AP)—A stam­ 
pede of 45,000 spectators in a 
Lima sports stadium after po­ 
lice fired tear gas at rioting 
soccer fans left hundreds dead 
today 
in 
possibly 
the 
worst 
sports disaster in history. 
Authorities still were unable 
to come up with an official 
count of victims in Sunday’s 
tragedy. Lima’s La Prensa said 
260 bodies were counted. The 
newspaper Expresso said 315 
were killed. Hundreds were in­ 
jured. 
Many blamed the tear gas for 
the frantic rush to the ex.ts, 
and a government statement, 
taking note of this, declared: 
“It was necessary for the po­ 
lice to use tear gas in an at­ 
tempt, 
however 
unfortunately 
futile, to prevent further disor­ 
der. The government is deeply 
concerned over the fatal results 
that originated in a trival in­ 
cident.” 
This was a reference to the 
fact that the riot erupted after 
a fan jumped from the grand­ 
stand 
to protest 
a reieree’s 
decision in the soccer game be­ 
tween Argentina and Peru. The 
teams were meeting for the 
right to play in the Tokyo 
Olympics. 
The crowd had witnessed a 
close contest with neither sid« 
able 
to 
score 
in the 
early 
action. 
After 15 minutes in the final 
period, 
Argentina 
scored the 
first goal. Within minutes ol 
the final gun, the Peruvians 
sent the ball into the net. 
TTie crowd roared. But the 
referee refused to allow the 
score, saying Peru had com­ 
mitted a foul. 
Fans screamed in protest. The 
Peruvian players continued to 
play, although they also protest­ 
ed the decision.

The players headed 
for the dressing rooms. 
Termination of the game only 
excited the fans more. 
“ They threw seat cushions 
and bottles and anything else 
they could lay there hands on,” 
said a witness. 
Nothing could stop the mobs 
dashing in frenzy for the exit 
gates, still closed because of 
the sudden end of the game. 
Body upon body was crushed 
and stomped in the dash to es­ 
cape. Men, women and children 
died, in the stands and at the 
exits. 
Traffic around the stadium in 
the center of the city was 
jammed for hours. Mounted po­ 
lice charged the crowds outside 
in an effort to keep order. 
Hoodlums looted the pockets 
of some of the victims. They 
also snatched watches and oth­ 
er valuables. 
Under the stadium lights, sur­ 
vivors and police went to the 
aid of the injured and tried to 
sort out the piles of dead. The 
injured were sent to hospitals 
in ambulances, taxis, and com­ 
mandeered cars and trucks. 
Many persons blamed the po­ 
lice use of tear gas for starting 
the panic. 
Outside the hospitals, 
mobs 
assembled, shouting denuncia­ 
tions of the police. “ Revenge,” 
they screamed. “Down with the 
police.” 
The government suspended in­ 
dividual liberties — a modified 
form of martial law — in an 
attempt to prevent further riot­ 
ing. It also proclaimed a week 
of national mourning. 
On the crushed chests of some 
of the bodies were the deep pur­ 
ple imprints of the curtain-like 
metal exit gates. 
Doctors at the hospitals said 
most of the victims suffocated.

Hears Address 


By Historian 
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Soviet-Red China Split 
To Worsen, Expert Says 


Gilbert F. Dodds, noted Co­ 
lumbus historian, was the guest 
speaker for a meeting of the 
Pickaway County Historical So­ 
ciety held in the Episcopal Par­ 
ish House. 
Mrs. Ray Davis, president, 
introduced Dodds, 
who form­ 
erly wrote a syndicated column 
for O h i o newspapers. T h e 
column was titled “ Anecdotes 
of Ohio.” 
Dodds is currently research 
director for the Franklin Coun­ 
ty Historical Society and has 
written 12 booklets in connec­ 
tion with his position. He con­ 
ducts seven tours each year for 
the society. He is a noted lectur­ 
er before civic, educational and 
religious groups. 
“ Reminiscences of Pickaway 
County” was the title of Dodds’ 
t a l k Thursday evening. 
He 
spoke of the War of 1812 and 
the great number of soldiers 
from the Scioto Valley that were 
in Harrison’s second army. 
The 
old village of Westfall 
was of particular historical in­ 
terest. Dodds said t h a t he 
doesn’t know w h e r e 
Logan 
made his famous speech, but he 
does know that he lived at West­ 
fall. He has in his possession, 
a map w h i c h clearly locates 
Logan’s cabin. He also contends 
that Tecumseh was born 
at 
Westfall. 
The Shawnees 
had 
seven 
towns in Pickaway County and 
lived here from 1758-1778, Dodds 
said. Tecumseh was born in 
1768. 
D o d d s 
advocates 
“ seeing 
Ohio first” instead of making 
long trips to out-of-state places 
of interest. 
Pickaway 
County 
abounds in interesting histori 
cal spots, he said. For exam 
pie, he suggested a visit to the 
Bethlehem EUB Church in Wa! 
nut Twp., which was the site 
of the beginning of Otterbein 
College; the biggest sycamore 
tree in the United States is on 
the G e o r g e Foresman farm 
near South Bloomfield; the site 
of old Westfall and the old can­ 
al are an interesting afternoon 
trip; Cross Mound and Serpent 
Mound merit a visit in addition 
to all seven Shawnee villages 
he said. 
Dodds reminded society mem­ 
bers that it has been IOO years 
since the Civil War, 150 years 
since the War of 1812 and 200 
years since Pontiac’s uprising. 
All of these events are mean­ 
ingful to Pickaway Countians, 
he said, and the part the coun­ 
ty played in them should be in­ 
vestigated and memorialized in 
some fitting way.

Good Therapy 


Grumbling is nothing new for t h e 
British soldier. He has been doing it 
since he carried a halberd or a bow 
and arrows. In Cyprus now, serving 
in the UN force with Canadian, Irish 
and Swedish troops, he is grumbling 
about his pay. 
The British private receives $26 a 
week, plus 35 cents a day o v e r s e a s 
allowance. There is quite a gulf be­ 
tween this and his Canadian comrade- 
in-arms who receives, with special al­ 
lowances, $75 a week. The Irish are re­ 
ceiving $43 and the Swedes $78. The old 
notion of the grossly underpaid British 
soldier is a thing of the past. The sharp 
differences noticeable in the UN force 
are due rn a i n I y to the special allow­ 
ances other countries pay for service 
in danger zones. 
The basic pay of the British officer 
has been increased 300 per cent in the 
last 20 years. The recruit’s pay has 
gone up by almost 400 per cent in the 
same period. In addition, there is a 
maze of allowances for skill. Without 
this the British arm y would fade away 
for want of recruits. Conscription ceas­ 
ed in 1960. 
But when it comes to paying special 
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allowances for serving in jungles, des­ 
erts and danger zones, the British gov­ 
ernm ent is adam ant in its refusal. A 
third of the British arm y is serving in 
such spots and a generous allowance 
for all would boost the budget to huge 
proportions. 
So the British soldier, with his pay 
and a pettifogging allowance of 35 cents 
a day, competes in cafes, for taxis, 
etc., with Canadian and other soldiers 
more liberally supplied with cash. Be­ 
fore the UN moved in prices were pro­ 
bably steady. When the Swedes and 
Canadians arrived with more cash in 
their pockets, the Cypriot cafe proprie­ 
tors doubtless “ saw them coming’’ and 
adjusted prices accordingly. 
The British soldier feels the econo­ 
mic squeeze. It is an old tale. In the 
last war, American GIs tipped t a x i - 
drivers two dollars — or was it five? 
— and also ruined the price structure 
of every city in which they served. 
In Cyprus the British soldier will 
g r u m b l e in vain. His government 
treats overseas service with the ancient 
indifference born 
of the 
centuries. 
There will be no special allowance, but 
then, grumbling is good therapy. 


Aiding the Cause 


Queen Elizabeth and Mrs. Jacque­ 
line Kennedy, two of the world’s fash­ 
ion leaders, have been asked to aid the 
cause of wildlife conservation by put­ 
ting their leopard skin coats in stor­ 
age. 
Ever since the first caveman drag­ 
ged home a saber - toothed tiger for his 
wife's winter outfit, women have gain­ 
ed social status by wearing anim al 
pelts. This has helped bring some fur- 
bearing species, including the leopard, 
to the brink of extermination.

But there the unanimity ends. 
How to interpret profits; even 
how to figure them; what they 
should mean to workers, stock­ 
holders 
and customers;

would-be investors should react 
—there you have a wide choice. 
Labor is using the record net 
earnings after taxes that are 
being reported or predicted by 
many companies as a talking 
point in demanding higher wage 
scales, and some unions seem 
likely to get them.

General C h a r l e s Willoughby, 
who was MacArthur’* G-2 for 
a decade of Pacific war and mi­ 
litary occupation, get as far as 
inclusion in the Congressional 
Record, where they languish 
and die.

Congress is Representative Dan 
iel F l o o d of Pennsylvania, 
who is impressed with the argu 
ment that it would be futile to 
commit what Willoughby calls 
‘the expensive American draf­ 
tee” to the tropical jungles of 
Southeast Asia. For a decade, 
so Willoughby has pointed out 
to Flood, the French poured 
thousands of conscripts from 
Europe and Morocco into what 
used to be known as French 
Indochina, only to lose the war 
in 1954 with the collapse at 
Dienbienphu. 
In 1952 in Vietnam the French 
had 561,000 men available for 
the war. These could be broken 
down into 76,000 from metro­ 
politan 
France, 
17,000 f r o m 
The Foreign Legion, 37,000 North 
A f r i c a n s , 21,000 Senegalese, 
and 100,000 native units, plus 
the divisions from the provin­ 
cial Cambodian, 
Laotian and 
Vietnamese armies. At the end 
of the French effort came to 
nothing precisely because regu­ 
lar army manpower, in a guer­ 
illa - infested region, is not the 
key to victory. 
Willoughby’s recommendation 
to President Kennedy was to 
use the West’s “magic” wea­ 
pons — the nucflear armament 
— “to offset the inexhaustible 
manpower of Asia” in the Viet­ 
nam theatre. 
“The expensive 
Western draftee,” so he wrote 
the late President, “cannot be 
equated with the illiterate, As­ 
iatic cannon - fodder, armed 
with Czech or Soviet machine 
guns. The use of American 
ground troops in ‘attrition - sui­ 
cide’ . . . The use of modern 
weapons (and the air delivery 
system) imposes no more mor­ 
al strain than when Truman un­ 
leashed the first atomic bomb 
on Hiroshima — indeed, the pro­ 
vocation was far less. . . ” The 
Hirochima population, so Wi l ­ 
loughby 
points 
out, 
included 
thousands of harmless steno 
graphers and clerks, whereas 
we would be cutting at bridges 
and distribution points in North 
Vietnam if we were to use the 
bomb in that region. 
With deference to the recent 
growth of “ban-the-atom-bomb’ 
public opinion, however, Gen 
eral Willoughby’s most recent 
advice as set forth to Repre 
sentative Flood is to extend 
the war to North Vietnam by 


bombs, which would bt suffi­ 
cient to the task of disrupting 
the Communist supply lines. The

Of the total increase, $1.6 bil­ 
lion was in wages and salaries, 
and of that amount half was in 
wage and salary payments in 
manufacturing industries. 
The

department 
store 
chain, Sears, Roebuck & Co., 
reported record first - quarter 
profits 
and 
forecast 
record 
sales and earnings for the year. 
The variety chain, F. W. Wood­ 
worth Co., said sales were run­ 
ning 18 per cent ahead of a 
year ago. 
John A. Barr, chairman of 
another department store chain, 
Montgomery Ward & Co., pre­ 
dicted that consumer spending 
should rise more than 6 per 
cent this year to $398 billion and 
retail sales 
should 
increase 
about 6 per cent to $262 billion. 
Both 
gains 
would 
exceed 
those of 1963 when consumer 
spending climbed 5 per cent to 
$373 billion and retain sales 4 
per cent to $246 billion.

The Commerce Department 
reported that U.S. production of 
goods and services ran at an 
annual rate of $608 billion in the 
first quarter of this year. This 
was a bit below its original 
estimate of $608.5 billion. The 
lag was attributed by officials 
to the reduced rate at which 
businesses built inventories dur­ 
ing the quarter. 
Orders received by durable 
goods manufacturers in April

Shipments climbed by $500 mil­ 
lion to $19.4 billion. 
On the darker side, housing 
starts in April slacked off to the 
slowest pace since last summer. 
Starts dropped 6 per cent from 
March to an annual rate of 1,- 
558,000, the Census Bureau re­ 
ported. 
This rate was the lowest since 
the 1,455,000 rate of last August 
and was 4 per cent below the 
April 1963 rate of 1,618,000. 
However, an economist for the 
National Association of Home 
Builders said the April decline 
wasn’t a surprise because the 
rate “just couldn’t keep going 
up,” as it had in recent months. 
Steed production boomed dur­ 
ing the week to the highest level 
in almost a year. Output rose -to 
2,513,000 tons from 2,492,000 the 
previous week.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Choirs of two Ohio Lutheran 
universities—Capital of Colum­ 
bus and ^Wittenberg of Spring­ 
field—plan Asian and European 
tours,

in June. 
The Capitan choir has the most 
ambitious program for its itin­ 
erary, extending from June I 
to July 21.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Con­ 
gress is distinguished by its 
grim 
determination 
to 
yield 
none of its privileges. It has two 
rules of conduct: One for itself 
and a different one for other 
people. 
It is supposed to be the sym­ 
bol of democratic government, 
but for years some of its mem­ 
bers, mostly liberal senators, 
have urged Congress to do to it­ 
self what it requires others to 
do. 
Now ifs being urged anew 
as a result of the Bobby Baker 
case—but once again, embar­ 
rassed though it is, it will prob­ 
ably do nothing. This is what is 
meant: 
Congress years ago passed a 
law, and later tightened and 
broadened it, to prevent con­ 
flict of interest among employ­ 
es of the executive branch of 
government. Conflict of interest 
means 
mixing a government 
job with personal gain. 
For example: Men appointed 
by the president to high position 
are required to get rid of stock 
they hold in companies dealing 
with the government. But this 
does not apply to members of 
Congress or its employes. 
Liberal 
senators have pro­ 
posed Congress 
pass 
similar 
legislation on itself, its own code 
of ethics to prevent conflict of 
interest. Congress has ignored 
them. 


mittee investigated the finan­ 
cial doings of Baker who, as 
secretary 
of the

majority in the Senate, earned 
$19,600 a year. 
The 
investigation 
disclosed 
that while he held this job he 
had accumulated a business for­ 
tune of about $2 million. He was 
called to testify but refused to. 
While the full Senate author­ 
ized the committee to examine 
the financial or business inter­ 
ests or activities of any Senate 
employe, it did not authorize 
the investigation of any senator 
who might have been involved 
with Baker.

for itself. And it proposed the 
Senate and its employes be 
compelled to disclose publicly 
their outside income and its 
sources.

The disclosures in the Baker 
case—the spectacle of this nim­ 
ble young man, so close to 
many senators, becoming a mil­ 
lionaire while working for the 
Senate—was a shock to all IOO 
members. 
It raises a natural question: 
If all this could happen with 
just one young man, what else 
is going on there? If the sena­ 
tors voted to disclose their out­ 
side income, the public would 
have both a check and an in­ 
sight. 
But the Senate, s h o c k e d 
though it is, has been through 
other unpleasant moments in 
its long history and will prob­ 
ably do nothing as it sighs and 
waits for this storm to pass 
away, 
thinking, 
perhaps,

Humphrey Is Proving His Mettle 
With Civil Rights Bill in Senate 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— Humphrey, and to many con- 
Drearily the Senate roll 
call servatives he 
has personified 
continued. As the clerk droned what they mean when they re- 
the names, waiting interm inab­ 
ly for each answer, the leader 
of the civil rights team , Sen. Hu­ 
bert H. Humphrey, held court 
down front. 
He nodded cheerfully to Sen. 
John Sherman Cooper, R-Ky., 
told a story to, and laughed 
with, Sen. Olin D. Johnston, D- 
S.C., and discussed politics with 
Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis. 
Even 
during 
a 
senatorial 
time-out Humphrey had tried, 
perhaps unconsciously, to touch 
all political bases. 
In his present business he has 
to. Humphrey has the major 
responsibility for wheedling, ar­ 
guing, jollying, pressuring and 
finally pushing senators along to 
a final vote on civil rights. 
“ The most challenging assig- 
ment of my legislative career,” 
Humphrey has called it. 
Friend and foe alike — he has 
an abundant supply of each — 
could agree that Humphrey may 
have fallen into a rare under­ 
statem ent. No other bill, no oth­ 
er issue, can so arouse emo­ 
tions. 
Possibly everyone could also 
agree that if anyone can keep 
tem pers soothed during these 
wearying days it’s the Demo­ 
cratic senator from Minnesota, 
a 
bouncy, 
high-spirited 
man 
who will not be put down. 
Humphrey is mentioned re­ 
spectfully as one of the most 
powerful men in Congress, as 
friend and adviser to the Presi­ 
dent, as a possible Democratic 
vice presidential candidate this 
fad. 
It hasn’t been this way long. 
Few 
senators 
have 
had 
so 
much 
trouble 
getting 
them ­ 
selves 
taken 
seriously. 
Few 
have met such unyielding oppo­ 
sition. 
In an age when the canny 
politician avoids taking sides— 
until the opinion polls roll i n - 
Humphrey 
is 
the

m ortal enemy. 
He is one of the first to com­ 
mit himself on everything: Ci­ 
vil rights — his speech dem and­ 
ing a strong civil rights plat­ 
form plit the Democratic Na­ 
tional Convention in 1948 —med­ 
ical care for the aged, nuclear 
disarm am ent, the Peace Corps.

fer to a wild eyed left-winger. 
Most of them probably still 
feel this way, but there has 
been some shifting, even in the 
South. 
During the present filibuster 
Humphrey and Sen. A. Willis 
Robertson,

exaggerated 
compli­ 
ments, each wishing the other 
would change sides. 
“There is no one else with 
whom I would rather discuss 
these complex m atters,” Hum­ 
phrey said. 
Robertson said he had been 
asked how Humphrey would run 
as a vice presidential candidate 
in Virginia, and that he had re­ 
plied: “ Better than some.” 
That may not be much of an 
endorsement, but it is a large 
improvement over 1948. 
Humphrey’s present stature is 
the more surprising when one 
recalls a bleak, drizzly day four 
years ago 
in 
West Virginia. 
There, in the Democratic presi­ 
dential 
prim aries, 
Humphrey 
lost to Sen. John F. Kennedy of 
Massachusetts. 
Everything had pointed to a 
Humphrey victory. 
He was a 
Protestant cam ­ 
paigning against a Roman Cath­ 
olic in a Protestant state. He 
spoke the homey, plain folks 
language—“ I 
know 
what 
it 
means to be without money”— 
that should have had great ap­ 
peal in a state hard hit by the 
steady decline of the coal mines. 
But Kennedy won by an 8-5 
margin. For Humphrey it was 
a galling public humiliation. 
At I a.m. on May ll, 1960, he 
withdrew from the presidential 
race, managed a wan smile, and 
trudged 
gamely 
through 
the 
rain to the victor’s hotel to of­ 
fer congratulations. 
“ It was nice of you to come 
over, Hubert,” Kennedy said. 
Those who were there that 
night were unanimous in believ­ 
ing that nationally Humphrey 
had become a political has-been. 
But Humphrey went home, 
won re-election to the Senate, 
and helped Kennedy carry Min­ 
nesota, 
the only one of the 
northern 
Great 
Plains 
states 
that didn’t go to Richard M. 
Nixon. 
Humphrey hasn’t slowed down 
perceptibly. At 53 his hairline 


is threatening to retreat and his 
beltline is threatening to ad­ 
vance, but his zest appears un­ 
quenchable. 
On a recent trip to Minneap­ 
olis, Humphrey put on a char­ 
acteristic performance. 
As head of the state’s Demo­ 
cratic party, he gave a pep talk 
to 200 political workers, moved 
along for a speech to 1,000 or 
more bankers, dropped by to 
help a labor leader celebrate 
his 25th wedding anniversary 
and at 11:45 p.m. wound up at 
an informal fund-raising meet­ 
ing for Rep. Donald M. Fraser, 
DM inn. 
At 
the 
meeting 
Humphrey 
plunged into a 50-minute speech 
on civil rights. 
“ I never heard him more elo­ 
quent,” says a staff member 
who was there. 
Humphrey never bleeds for 
humanity while blindly ignoring 
human beings. 
A girl from his office was 
planning a wedding when her 
father died. If she decided to 
go ahead, could Humphrey give 
her away? u t course he could 
He had such a good time at the 
reception he was hours late for 
his next appointment. 
Humphrey was loaded with 
work in December when the 
wife of his chauffeur died. As 
assistant Democratic leader in 
the Senate he rates a govern­ 
ment limousine. 
His 
driver, 
Tom 
Graham, 
asked 
if 
the 
senator 
could 
deliver his wife’s eulogy. Of 
course he could. 
Shortly after he first came to 
the Senate Humphrey attacked 
Sen. Harry F. Byrd. D-Va., and 
other senators promptly filed 
out, leaving him alone. 
He may have been thinking of 
this when he said recently: “ In 
the Senate you learn manners.

Humphrey was born over a Wal­ 
lace, S D., drugstore, and grew 
up in Doland, S.D., population 
487. As the Senate’s only phar­ 
macist, he still has the friendly 
air of a small town druggist. 
Both lived through the depres­ 
sion—and it still influences their 
thinking. Because of it, Humph­ 
rey had to drop out of college, 
finally finishing while his wife, 
Muriel, worked to help pay the 
bills. 
Johnson has said that for his 
running mate he will choose the 
man who is best for the coun­ 
try, but by a coincidence this 
may also prove to be the man 
best for Johnson.
